Los Angeles L->52 end cade a rubber of pro-Tito 
speeches* RAFO IVANCE7IC, Yugoj’av Consul General 
et Sen Francisco visited Los Angeles L-l-52, He 
expressed* his disappointment that a nrr organisation 
which he was trying to establish,* "Friend* of Hew 
Yugoslavia", was not formad in Los Angeles* Tt/o 
visiting Yugoslav painters, EDO UURTIC and VILKO 
SEFEROV exhibited their paintings in Los Angeles 
at the BllUori Hotel during L/52, but sold only 
one* picture . These artists then exhibited their 
# paintings in San Pedro and it is reported they have 
sold quite a few ploturei there, INS hearings con- 
cerning ANDRIJA ARTUXtflC have been completed in 
Los Angeles, and it le expected that a deportation 
order will be issued igainst hi*.

Visit of Yugoslav Officials to the Loo Angeles ami 

T-l advised that AUy&BIER# Chief Iugoalir Delegate to the 
United Nations, and hia wife Joe to Loi Angeles on April 3# 1952# and 
stayed at the Biltaore Hotel*/ The Informant stated that on April h, 

1952# ALES BEBLER gave a talk at Fontana, California# at which time he 
stressed that Trieste would be given to Yugoslavia and that the Italian 
claima concerning It have no legal or moral basis* 

Cn April 5# 1952, BEBLER went to Sin Pedro California* The 
Yugoslav colony in San Pedro dad a dinner for him at the fireside Inn, 
in San Pedro* BiBLER, at this time, also mentioned that Yugoslavia 
right r ully should wn a control over frieito* BEPIER also stated that the 
Yugoslavs in America should be good Auric am and be faithful to America* 
He also streased the fact that America and Yugoslavia are cm very friendly 
terms, and that Yugoslavs entertain great respect and friendship fer 
America, 

Cfa April 6, 1952# the Yugoslav colony in Los Angeles had a 
dinner at Scully's Restaurant on Crenahaw Boulevard for ALES BEBLER, 

About one hundred people attended* The informant stated that BEBLER 
made a very good impression on the Yugoslav colony* T-l said that 
BEBLER appeared to be tactful and clever* 

While BEBLER was in Loi Angeles, he ind hie wife made a tour 
of the Los Angeles aoti on picture studios* 

ALE8 BEBLER and his rdfe went to Ban Princiscc fen. April 7# 1952* 



T-2 adrijed that ALES BEBLER and him wife, VERA; registered it 
the Biltmore Hotel on April J# 1952, and were given ropi 6326* They 
checked out at Site a*a* on April 7, 1952, c .h»n BEBLSR registered be 
listed hie poeitlon.si “Ambassador to the U,H* f * Arrangements for BEBIEKU 
accommodations were apparently made by UWARD DERHOY DOYLE, Pacific Coast 
Director, American Association of the O, - Ambassador Hotel, Inasmuch 
ms a card containing the above information was clipped to the reservation 
listed for BEBLER* 

T-l stated that RAFO^IVAJCEVIC, YugoslaV Consul General at San 
Francisco# California# cafe to Los Angeles on April 1, 1952# and stayed 
at the home of NICHOLAsk'VICK, Huntington Park# California, T-l stated 
that NICHOLAS lfUICX usually puts up IVAWEVIC whenever he comes to Los 
Angelea, and that KUICK is the unofficial agent for IVAACAYIC in Los 
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Angeles, T-l advised that RAFO IVaJCEVIC came to Lob .tngeles nainly to 
Attend a hearing concerning ANDRIJMUiTUKOVIC, This bearing waa originally 
achodulod for April 3, 1 9$2, Further infoniation concerning ARTUKOVIC 
will be found in a subsequent section of thia report, 

T-l abated that while IVaNClVIC was in Loa Angeles ha axpreaaad 
hia diaappo Intrant that a new organiutlon which he was sponsoring, 

"Frionds of Haw Yugoslavia 11 waa not forced in ios Angela, IVaNCEVIC 
said that the chief stumbling block to tha establishment of auch an or- 
gaai 2 ation appeared to bo the attitude of iaTHlXOVyCEVIC and Father IfIRXO 
1VUISIC, IVANCoVIC pointed out that the so caliedraominforn Yugoslav 
iCkroup" in Loa Angelas had been able to organii e nww Yugoslav club, 
whereas the Yugoslav individuals friauly to thepreaent Yugoslav govern- 
cent had not been able to fom one, IVaWCEVIC returned to 3an francisco 
with ALES B£BI£R on April 7, 1952* 

he, K»JC0 RaDICH 

h T-1 etated that PAFO IVxHCEVIC had refused to issue a visa to 
ICH and hie wife to visit Yugoslavia, IVaFJCEVIC took this action 
ADICH and hia wife had put up a 610,000 bond in behalf of AHDRIJA 
ARTUKOVIC, a political exile in the United Statee who waa formerly lliniater 
of Justice in the puppet state of Croatia under the H it ler~Cvi sling, Pave 11c, 
The Consul General bade It plain that anyone who would furnish ball in 
ARTUKOVIC* s behalf would be regarded by hi* as unfriendly to Yugoslavia* 

T-l said that it appearsd to hi* that UUXCK had reccwueended to IV*JC3VIC 
that RaDICH not be granted a visa to visit Yugoslavia, However, according 
to T-l Math KOVaCEVIC interested himself in RaDICH «• behalf and mad# a 
trip to San Francisco to visit the Yugoslav Consul General in order to 
assist RADICH* RaDICH then revested that the Federal Court in Los Angeles 
cancel the 910,000 bond he had put up for aRTUKOVIC, and it was cancelled, 
After this, IVmWCEVIC granted a visa so that LiARCO fUDICH and his wife could 
visit Yugoslavia during tbs Sumer of 1952* 

As a result of the intervention by HmTH KOVaCEVIC for UAB30 
RADICH, the Consul General, IVaNCEVIC, became rather cool toward KOVACEVIC, 
and it is reported that IVaXEVIC told KOVaCEVIC that hereafter he would 
have to rely on the re eocene relations of NICHOLtS iiUICK concerning the 
granting of visas, and that he did not feel he could rely on the recom- 
mendations of MaTH KOVACEVIC who hid shown by his recent Motion that he 
was not whole-heartedly for the welfare of the new Yugoslav Regime* 

According to T-l it had been the praotioe in the paet for the Consul 
Oeoeral at San Francisoo to coosldei both the re oomae relations of iAJICK 
and KOVaCEVIC concemirg the granting of Yugoslav visas to persons in ths 
Los Angelas area.

T-l and. T-3 advised that two artists from Yugoslavia, EDO 
,/URTIC and VIImEEFERCV csn* to Los Angela* In the latte.' pirt of Kerch, 
952# These artiste exhibited their paintings during the month of 
April, 1952, it/ the Ccwie Art Galleries, BJIUore Hotel# These painters 
told T-l that half of their profit e froi the sale of their paintings 
was to go for the benefit of Yugoslav arUst* for the purchase of 
paints and bruehee and the other half of the profits was for the artiets 
ther lives, NICHOUS UUICK had a part/ for these two artists on Karch 28, 
1952, and About twsnty-fiv* persons attended#' 



T-ii etated that the exhibition of the Yugoslav paintings by 
the two artists during April, 1952, at the Biltmore Hotel was a failure# 
During April only one picture was sold and this was sold for the price 
of 8200,00# 



firing Kay, 1952, these two Yugoslav artists exhibited their 
paintings in San Pedro and the sale of their pictures there was much 
better than It was in Los Angeles, T-b said that he had learned from 
KURTIC and SBPEROT that during the current year the Yugoslav Government 
vu not purchasing any paintings fron artists because of economy Manures, 
Previously the Yugoslav Government had encouraged art by purchasing quite 
a nuaber of paintings by Yugoslav artists, According to KURTIC end 
SEPKCV the Yugoslav Government if the only purchaser of painting* in 
Yugoslavia, Accordingly, due to the fact they are not now being purchased 
■any artists are in dire financial need, T-5 stated that IfURTIC and 
SEfERCV had bean offered a six months contract in Los Angeles# to decorate 
a Serbian Church, It is said that they art to receive 825 #000 for this 
work, It is not known if a contract has actually bean signed by ths 
artists, but it is believad they are trying to obtain permission from 
the Yugoslav Oovwrnmen', to remain in Los Angeles to perform the six 
tenths contract, In this connection, T-l and T-b advised that KORTIC 
has stated on a number of occaeione in Loa Angeles that be does not desire 
to raturo to Yugoslavia and that be mu c h prefers to remain in the United 
States if this is possible,

T-l advised that during the first part of Kay, 1952, fifty 
Mebers of the Yugoslav oolony in Los Angilis gathered at the beau of 
NICHOLAS WICK and had a surprise party in hesvor of KWACEV1C, .This 
was . for KCVACEVIc's birthday, and also to honor hie for his work 
in Yugoslav relief in 1951 and 1952, At this party the Yugoslav colony 
presented KOVACEYIC with a fitted leather traveling case in view of hie 
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contesplated trip to Yugoslavia on U'ay lA, 1952, The Yugoslav colpny 
In Los Angeles also, at thli time, entrusted to KCVACEVIC another fitted 
leather traveling case which KWACEVIC was coealssioned to pereonall jr 
prei int to Marshal » TITO In Yugoslavia, This gift wa* to ehov the 
friendship between tn« Yugoslav colony In Los Angela i and Yugoelavia, 

At thi* dinner MATH KCVACEVIC said that he would present the traveling 
case to TITO, and that he expected to viait other Yugoslav dignitaries 
while he was there, It was expected that KOVACEVIC and his wife would 
return to Loa Angeles frao the trip in October, 1952,

T-l stated the new Yugoslav Pro-Cominfom Group met In April 
and on May 3, 1952, at the Croatien-Jjaericen Hall, 330 Southard Boule- 
vard, Los Angeles, During the meeting on May 3, 1952, MIU)JJk)LCVIHA 
aide a speech, as did an individual frca the Last by the nji* of B05TICH, 
Both speeches followed the usual llna condemning "American imperialism* 
and the Korean Tier, About forty people attendo this meeting, Also 
/present, and taking an active part, wart VIHkWlHTOVICH and PHILIP 
IDRAZICH, T-6, stated POLOVINA, moVICH. and mZICH were all known to 
'be BeobersvOa the Ccraunist Party in 19u7, The new Yugoslav group calls 
Itself tbJJpugosltv~;_»erican Culture Club,

The case of ANDRIJA ARTUKCVIC continues to occupy the attention 
of the Yugoslav groups in Los Angeles, 

JAILS H, BUSELLE^ Immigration and Maturiltutlca Service 
Hearing Officer, furnished 'the follcmring information! 
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The Imoigration and Naturell ration Service Hearing* concerning 
AKTUKCVIC are now finished In Lo* Angeles, and a transcript of the record 
1* being prepared* Under the present procedure, the Immigration nd 
Naturalisation Service Local Office rules on the deportation, which can 
only be *et aside by tha ^migration and Naturalization Service Appeals 
Board, Ur* BUSELLE stated that it i* his opinion that thoy will undoubtedly 
order the deportation of AKTUKCVIC* 

With regard to the proceeding! concerning ARTUKCVIC in the 
United States District Court In Los Angles, Ur* BUSELLE said that he haj 
learned that both the attorney* for the prosecution and for the defense *re 
cony* iced that the honorable PIEH5CN HAIL, Judge of the District Court, 
will rule that the treaty between Serbia and the United States made in 
1907 is not applicable to Tugoilt7ia today because of changed conditions* 

He further pointed out that ARTUXCVIC is a Croatian, and was formerly 
Minister of Justice under ANTE FAVELIC of the puppet state of Croatia, 
and that when the treaty regarding extradition between Serbia and the United 
States was passed Croatia was at that time a part of Austria, Ur* 

BUSEUE said that regardless of what the court held he believed that tb* 
case would eventually c«t to tho United Statai Supreme Court* Ur* BUSELLE 
observed that AKTUKJVIC appears to be quite ar. able warrior himself, and 
that he appeare to direct his own defense* It was further observed by 
BUSELLE that ARTUKCVIC is a convincing talker, and has been able to secure 
considerable financial aeri stance fra* numerous friends. 
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
